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STANDING BY HIM. 


THE DEMOCRATIC SENATORS SUP- 
PORTING CLEVELAND. 


Senetor Ed munds’s Cunning Speech—His Vehement 
Deliverance ofa Defective Argument—The Late 
Senator Miller—Democratic Hopes of 
Capturing the Senate—Gossip. 


WASUINGTON, March 11.—[Special.]—All 
danger that the president would lack the 
tnavimous and hearty support of the demo- 
erats in thesenate is past. Mr. Eustis, of 
Wouisiana, the most outspoken opponent of the 
gemocratic critics ef the administration, an- 
pounced immediately upon the formation of 
the present issue with the republican majority 
in jthe senate that the president was 
clearly right and should be sustained. 
fSince that there has been a conference bet weén 
the president and Mr. Eustis which resulted in 
better feeling than had hitherto existed be- 
iween them. 

Senator Beck does not like the pronounced 
policy of the administration on silver or its 
supposed policy on the tariff, but no man in 
the senate is more determined in opposing the 
arrogant demands ofthe republican majority 
in that body. 

SENATOR EDMUNDS's SPEECH 
on this question had the fullest hearing on 
the floor and in the galleries that has been ac- 
corded to any senateria! utterance at this ses- 
sion. He spoke two hours and a half, and with 
more vehemence than he was ever known be- 
fore to be guilty of. His usual style of de- 
livery is to stand perfectly still, and fixing his 
eyes on the floor a few feet in front of him, to 
@eliyer his opinions in a cold. conversational 
sone, with oracular calmness and 
gravity. A great English orator once 
said that it was an admirable plan to display 
most warmth and assurance at the weakest 
points of an argument, while sound and irre- 
futable« Jogic should be propounded serenely, 
When Mr. Edmunds became animated and ac- 
tive. when he invoked some of the tricks of 
éhe oratorandj began to appealJto prejudice, 
and to cut his usually frigid 
style with occasional gleams of 
fire, he was admitted on all sides tobe a more 
entertaining speaker than he usually is, but 
he aroused a suspicion that he was eking out 
his defective argument by tricks of manner. 
His quiet assumption, on the basis of an alleg- 
ed similarity between his attitude and that 


taken by Allen G. Thurman, when 
the latter was chairman of the 
judiciary committee of the senate, 


followed by his earnest tribute to Thurman’s 
ability, courage and honesty, was a neat trick 
of oratory that the most practised parliamen- 
tiaryathiete might envy. Itisone of the faver- 
strokesite of Gladstone to play upon the pet 
prejudices of his opponents. Mr. Edmunds’s 
speechadded nothing to his bright reputation 
as a constitutional lawyer, but it 
evinced a dialectic skill which he had never 
before displayed in so high a degree. 
THE LATE SENATOR MILLER, 

of California, bore a remarkably pure name in 
public and in private life. He had no mean 
ability, but was most conspicuous for his hon- 
esty, Lis suavity and his courage. He entered 
the senate in 1581, just as Mahone was dicker- 
ing with the republican leaders. When the 
trade was completed which threw the pigmy 
senator’s vote on the republican side of the 
perfectiy balanced scale, Senator Miller went 
along with his party caucus and tried to force 
the election of its ticket for officers of the sen- 
ate, with Riddleberger for sergeant-at-arms as 
part of the compensation to Mahone. But he 
was ilie first man in his party toprotest against 


the coutinuation of the dead lock oc- 
casioucd by the effort to carry 
out the conditions of that historic trade. At 


last be went to President Garfield and to Sen- 
ator Dawes, the chairman of the republican 
caucus, and assured them that if the repub- 


licans iusisted on prolonging the session 
of the senate merely for the _ pur- 


pose of securing the spoils of its official pat- 
ronage be should vote with the democrats in 
opposition to the resolution to 
elect new officers. That manly 
determination is what broke the senatorial 
deadlock of 1881. 

Senator Miller was a brave soldier, a success- 
ful business man, and, what is still more re- 
markalble, an honest politician. 

A SENATORIAL PROBLEM. 

His ceath will give the democrats one more 
vote in the senate, as Governor Stoueman 
will appoint his successor, who 
will hold his seat until the California 
legislature shall meet in January 
next. The chances for electing a 
democratic majority in the legislature are slim. 
The senate will stand, with the California 
member to be appointed, thirty-five democrats. 
forty republicans and one conundrum. Ma- 
hone is classed as a republican in this state- 
ment and Riddleberger is put down as a 
questionable quantity. Recently he has 
been voting with the democrats, and some 
persons believe that he will vote with 
them consistently before long. He and Ma- 
bone are thoroughly out with each other. lid- 
dleberger feels that he has been snubbed by 
the republican leaders, and may come over to 
the de:ocrats for spite. With his vote and the 
retention of the California senator the senate 
would stand thirty-six democrats to forty 


republicans. If the democrrts can 
elect the senator; Ss tect New 
York, Michigan and Wisconsin next 


winter, as they hope to do, the senate will pass 
-jnto their control on the fourth of next March. 
It is a lamentable fact, however, that this is a 
most rickety and uncertain calculation, and 
that in all reasonable contingencies the repub- 
licans will hold the senate for four vears to 
come, at least.

Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, Has His Say on the 
Question. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—In the senate Mr. 
Hawley, from the committee on civil service, 
reported adversely Mr. Vance’s bill for the re- 
peal of the civil service law. Mr. Hawley said 
the committee was not unanimous. The bill 
was placed on the calendar. _ 

Mr. Logan, from the minority of the com- 
mittee on military affairs, submitted the views 
of the minority members on the Fitz John Por- 
ter bill. 

An Iowa land grant forfeiture bill was taken

The galleries presented their usual crowded 
appearance, and their oecupants seemed to 
relish the change from the disposition of land 
grants to one involving the cousideration of 
the executive prerogative and constitutional 
law. : 
Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, addressed the senate 
in support of the resolution reported by the 
majority of the committee. 

Mr. Wilson said, for the first time in the pro- 
a of this government its executive power 

now being used as a means of assault on the 
character and reputation of its citizens. He 

the fact and would not now stop to de- 
termine whether it was the result of purpose, 
fnexperience, want of thoughtful action, or 
other cause whatsoever. It wasan unexpected 
fact, and doubtless would have been guarded 
against if the framers of the constitution had 
believed such a result possibie in the adminis- 
tration of the executive power, under the pro- 


visions of that instrument as prepared 
by them. With this introduction Mr. 
Wilson ed to e that the contest be- 


tween the senate and the president was one in 
which the senate sought to protect the char- 
acter and lations of citizens from assaults 
by the ent, such assaults being removal 
©r suspension from office, and the protection 


being the efferts of the senate to obtain know!l- 
<cdge of the reasons for such removal or sus- 
pension. The existing situation Mr.Wilson de- 
scribed as a curious pelitical phenomenen, the 
result of an equally curious political evolutien, 
He then attacked the president upon the 
ground of inconsistency between civil service 
reform utterances and his actions. 

“Who eould have anticipated,’ said Mr. 


Wilson, “that from the political 
protoplasmic presence which floated 
on the bosom of the democratic 


platform of 1884 and whose indefinite aess 
expressed in the words, “we favor honest civil 
service reform,” could have evolyed a result 
so barmful to the character and reputation of 
a citizen asthe practice of the present national 
administration. 

Mr. Wilson then traced the development of 

political evolution which took its start in the 
protoplasmic presence upon that platform, 
marked its various stages therceforward in 
Mr. Cleveland's letter to George William Cur- 
tis—his letter of acceptance, his inaugural ad- 
dress and his first annual message to congress, 
and proceeded: 
_ Those utterances of Mr. Cleveland as a president- 
ial candidate, presidentelect and president con- 
tained many things which thoughtful meu ap- 
proved. American politics would be greatiy im- 
proved if the test which they induced, could be 
carried on without regard to the possession or ac 
quisition of thousands of offices created by our law. 
Eliminate this factor from the case, and let the 
minds of our people be given to the public meas- 
ures, policies and interests with whieh our politi- 
eal activities deal, and I don’t doubt that the most 
beneficial results will follow. The belief that this 
would be so, was entertained by many thousands 
and tens of thousands ofour most considerate citi- 
zeus. lt was a knowledge of the fact that caused 
the democratic partyto put into its platform of 
18SM4 the protoplasmic uncertainty which said: ‘‘We 
favor honest civil service reform,” and it was this 
knowledge which impelled Mr. Cleveland as a 
prcsidential candidate, president-elect and presi- 
dent, to give utterance to the expressions which 
he had quoted. The condition gave him a bad 
start by its meaningless expression, and so we need 
net wouder that he has reached a likeresult. Tne 
political evolution whose several stages the presi- 
dent announced, had pot vruduced a new species. 
It hadnot even improved an old one. The process 
did not promise anything betterat the begin- 
ning. while the end had given something 
intinitely worse. The high sounding phrases and 
senerous platitudes which bad been thrown out 
and around the uncertain aud meaningless ex- 
pressions of the platform had not chauged in the 
least. It was the same now that it was then. It 
was Simply a political hermit erab stored away in an 
appropriate s ell of that better political organism 
ealled reform, which had inereased in size and 
elaborated its ugliness, but had not changed its 
species. ; 

The people have given Mr. Cleveland generous 
credit tor sincerity. They had listeaed to his pro- 
fessions of reform aud studied them. They Bad 
appreciated the difliculties surrounding his 
assumption of the executive power, but they could 
not reconcile his actions in ——« competent 
and faithful publie officers with his repeated as- 
surances that such things would not be done. He 
had said that men would not be discharged for 
partisan reasons, but only for cause. The people 
had believed that he had courage of his convic- 
tions. This resulted in the universal belief that 
charges other than political should be lodged 
against a public officer before his suspension cou'd 
be assured had logically ful- 
lowed that whenever an officer was 
suspended, the people believed that some grave 
charge had been made against him. Indeed every 
suspended oflicer was, by the president's own de- 
Claration, made tostand before the conntry as un 
worthy of trust and confidence. Ifthis were not a 
necessary Conclusion, what must be the estimation 
placed by the peopleon the word of the president, 
end if it be a correct conclusion, what must be the 
resident's idea of fair dealing with acitizen’ He 

ad suspended 6!5 publie officers and marshalled 
them before the country as persons unworthy of 
trust or contidence. Many of these persous had re- 
quested to be informed of the nature of the charges 
made against them. This had been denied tothem. 
In this way the executive power was being used as 
a meas of assault against the character and repu- 
tation of citizens ofthe republic. Nosuch outrage 
had been inflicted on our citi- 
zens from the tirst yea of our 
national existence untilthe incoming of the pres- 
ent administration, its pomp and circtunstance of 
reform tothe contrary notwithstanding. ‘To pro- 
tect the characters thus insiduously assailed, Mr. 
Wilson beld to be the duty of the senate, and in 
this was tobe found the impelling motive of the 
majority of the senate judiciary Committee in its 
attitude concerning these suspensions, 

In his furtherargument Mr. Wilson followed 
the line of Mr. Edmunds’s speech on Tuesday 
that the law and precedent were against the 
position assumed by the president and his cab- 
inet. when they aflirmed that the right of sus- 
pevsion was distinct frem that of appointment 
and was independent of revision by the sen- 
ate: adopting it, however, to his assumption 
that the protection of the character of the sus- 
pended oflicials was a prime factor in the con- 
test. 

Mr. Kenna obtained the floor tospeak on the 
resolutions. 

Mr. Edmunds said he would next week press 
the senate to ‘‘stick to’ these resolutions so as 
to get them finished and out of the way of 
other business. He did not feel disposed to 
prees them to a conclusion now, ‘‘while one of 
our members lies unburied.” 

The senate then adopted resolutions of re- 
gret at the death of Mr. Miller, of California, 
and providing forthe conduct of his funeral 
hy a committee of both houses, and went into 
executive session at 3:15. The doors were re- 
opened at 6 o'clock, and the senate at once ad- 
journed. 

THE EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

In the executive session of the senate today, 
the nomination of Commodore Truxton to be 
rear admiral, was reported favorably from the 
naval committee, andan effort was made to 
have it acted upon at once, because of the fact 
that by the operation of law the nominee goes 
upon the retired list tomorrow. Action was 
objected to, however, and under the rule the 
case went over. 

The nomination of Dement to be surveyor 
general of Utah, was confirmed after a long 
and heated debate by a vote of 25 to 22. Mr. 
Logan advocated his confirmation, and six re- 
publicans voted with bin.

He wrote to this doorkeeper on the back of an 
envelope: 

“Who is J. C. Matthews, 
be recorder of deeds?’’

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NAVAL CADETS. 


The Secretary of the Navy Orders Dismissed 
Cadets Restored. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The secretary of 
the navy has issued a general order restoring 
to the navy cadet engineers who were dis- 
missed therefrom under provisions of the act of 
August 5, 1882, relating to the discharge of sur- 
plus graduates at the naval academy. It has 
since been decided by the court of claims and 
supreme court that as the cadets in question 
graduated in 1881 and 1882, after a four years’ 
cruise, and had been finally examined afjer 
a two years’ cruise, they were not subject to 
the provisions of the act of August 5, 1882. 

“ome of those dismissed declined to acknow]- 
edge the discharge, while others accepted one 
year’s pay, provided for those who accepted 
the discharge. The attorney-general in an 
opinion on the subject, held that the accept- 
ance or non-acceptance of the discharge and 
pay thus tendered dves not alter the legal 
Status of any cadet engineer, who, uader the 
aforesaid erorneous construction of law, was 
designated and notified ofhis discharge as a 
surplus graduate. 

All cadet engineers are now regarded as on 
waiting orders, and as having been on waiting 
orders since the date when they were notified 
they were discharged from the service. and are 
im the direct line of promotion.

A WILD WESTERN TALE 


The Story Which Shocked and Aroused 
Evangelist Sam Jones. 

CHICAGO, March 11.—After reading the re- 
uests for prayer at the Farewell hall meeting 
today, Sam Jones said he had received a letter 
dated in a city of 12,000 inhabitants in a sister 
state, which showed a depravity in that place 
that it was hard to believe existed. The let- 


ter stuted that thirty women were con- 
fined in a stockade there, and 
were guarded by desperadoes and 


bull degs, and that, as the proprietor of the 
stockade was the leading capttalistof the city, 
no attempts were ever made to drive him from 
the place, and that his nefarious business was 
carricedon without molestation. It was also 
stated in this letter that some of the women 
had homes in the neighborhood and that they 
were pot allowed to return to their frieuds. 
The letter closed with a request forthe pray- 
ers of ail Christian people. 

In commenting on this Mr. Jones said the 
coudition of affairs was the most damnable he 
bad ever heard of, and he could scarcely credit 
it.

The let- 
ter which Mr. Jones referred to recalls the fact 
that similar letters were sent to newspapers 
here a year ago concerning a stockade of this 
sort atalogging camp near Marinette, the 
ceunty seat of Marinette county, Wisconsin. 
The inference is strong that Mr. Jones's letter 
came from thattown. Itis said that the log- 
ging camp at Marinette is controlled by the 
richest man in the town, and that the unfor- 
tunate women penned up there, many of whom 
have gone thither from Chicago, are guarded 
by armed men.

MANY TIMES ITS WEIGHT INGOLD. 


The Tamous Crushed Strawberry Vase Sold 
for $18,000. 

NEW YorK, March 9.—Mrs. Mary Jane Mor- 
gan’s collection of rare and curious works of 
art was putupat auction anda few articles 
were sold for $660,370. The gem of the entire 
collection was the famous peachblow, or 
the crushed strawberry Chinese  porce- 
lain vase, for which Mrs. Morgan gave $15,- 
OOO. It isa vase of graceful ovoid shape, 
with slender neck slightly spreading at the 
top. and perfect in color, form and texture. 
Its height iseight inches and its diameter three. 
It is of the Kang-He period, 1661-1722. It was 
apartof the private collection of I Wang Ye,a 
mandarin prince. Its reputation is world wide, 
and it is said to be the finest peachblow vase 
in the world. 

lt was started at 35,000and went to »10,000 
in bids of $1,000. At $1=,000 the auctioneer’s 
mallet hoveredin the air for an instant and 
fell with asharp rap. Then applause broke 
out. The vase was hbeught for the private 
collcction of W. T. Walters, of Baltimore. It 
is estimated that if 18,000 in gold should be 
piled in one of the scales of a balance 150 s1m- 


ilar Vases would be needed in the 
other scale. Mr. Walters bought a majority 
of the ten peachblow vases. A peachblow 


vase of the same shape and size as the $18,090 
vase, but with glzae running into a darker 
shade brought $6,000. It is from the I Wang 
Ye collection. Other vases sold for prices 
ranging from twelve and a half to one thou- 
sand dollars.

Ogilby never made 
known the tacts of this resignation to the other di- 
rectors. Mr. Langdon diselaims any responsibility 
in connection with the failure of the bank. — rreas- 
urer Ogilby’s condition is such that serions doubt 
prevail as to his surviving through the night.

The Knights Indorsed by the Labor Convention at

You wil! not be compelled to re- 
linguish your posts,and you shall have ample 
protection from the United States court through 
its warshals and deputy marshals and through 
a were potent influence, if it becomes nec- 
Csialy. 

THE RAILROAD STRIKE INDORSED. 

ST. Louis, March 11.—The trades conven- 
tion of this city, which is composed of regu- 
lurly appointed delegates from all trade ua- 
iens have held a meeting and adopted resolu- 
tions, recognizing the railroad strike as a 
struggle for the right of workingmen to or- 
ganize, declaring the position taken by the 
railroad managers as inimical to the 
rights of Washington and the public good, aud 
should be denounced, and expressing hearty 
sympathy with the strikers. Preliminary 
steps have been taken by various business 
men With a view to holding public meetings of 
the Merchants and Mechanics exchange, aud 
other organizations, to devise some means of 
bringing about a settlement of the strike and 
restore business to its normal condition. 

THE FREIGHT ENGINEERS, 

ST. Louis, March 11.--A conference was held 
this morning between the freight engineers 
and General Superintendent Kerrigan and 
Master Mechanic Bartlett, at which the engi- 
neers stated they would stand at their posts 
when it was decided to run trains; that when 
the «engines are prepared in a proper manner 
for work they would run the trains according 
to orders, but further than this they would not 
go. 
The engineers heid a meeting this afternoon 
and after a long session decided to go to work 
and run their engines,unjess actually prevent- 
ed. It was then degided to send a freight train 
west. After a considerabletime a locomotive 
came down the track manned by Engineer 
Marvin and I ireman Harrison, and the work of 
muking up the train at onee begun. Superin- 
tendent Kerrigan and Train Master Clark were 
active participants. When - the 
train was almost ready to start 
two men appeared on the scene, one of whom 
proved to be John D. Williams, vice president 
of the local executive committee of the 
Knights of Labor. The latter immediateiy 
entered into a low-toned conversation with 
EKugineer Marvin, and after considerable talk 
and evident pleading, the engineer stepped 
from his cab and announced that he would not 
take out the train. The locomotive was re- 
turned to the round house. Superintendent 
Kerrigan stated that no further effort would 


be made to move trains today, and thus 
ended the “@ first effort to re- 
sume traflic on the Missouri 
Pacific road. A little knotof men who had 


collected (near the engine when they compre- 
hended the situation, and who were_chiefly 
strikers or their sympathizers, coongratulated 
Williams on his success.in inducing Engineer 
Marvin to abandon bis engineand all quietly 
dispersed. The management of the road has 
continued toemploy new men. During the 
day numerous applications were made by men 
for work, and all competent or otherwise ac- 
ceptable persons were employed. 

PROPOSITION OF THE KNIGHTS TO 

SYSTEM. 

Str. Lovis, March 11.—Martin Irons, chair- 
man of the executive board of district assem- 
bly No. 101, Knights of Labor, has prepared a 
statement of grievances and demands of the 
striking employes of the Gould southwest 
system. and sent it to Colonel Hoxie, first vice- 
president and general mans zer of the Missouri 
Pacific railroad. Irons der ances the state- 
ments made in Colonel Hoxie’s circular 
issued a few days ago as whoily false. The 
statement proceeds by setting forth that it is 
the belief of every Knight «of Labor upon the 
Gould system that the roads it embraces have 
inagurated asystematic method of breaking 
up their organization. Tocheck this the strike 
was commenced. In order to bring about a 
speedy adjustment of differences now existing 
between these roads and their former employes, 
Irons makes the proposition that a 
conference he arranged between the manage- 
ment of the Gould southwest companies and 
the district executive board of assembly No.

POISONING THE PAU PERS. 


A Diabolical Crime ina Pennsylvania Alms- 
house. 


LEBANON, I’a., March 11.—Tuesday evening 
about eighty inmates of the almshouse were 
seized with vomiting and severe pains.

Weiss, the attending physician, was hastily 
summoned and at once pronounced it a case of 
wholesale poisoning.

An investigation revealed the fact 
that all who drank of the coffee prepared for 
the Tuesday noon meal were sick, and the 
doetor soon found the coffee pot lined with a 
thick sediment of paris green. The vessel 
holds a barrel or more, and into this some 
person had thrown a!most four pounds of the 
poison. The doctoris of opinion that had it 
not been that the poison was too strong, caus- 
ing instant vomiting. more than half the in- 
mates of the almshouse would now be dead.

But in the face of that, they are 
earrying heavy stocks, and are doing good 
business. One man, a beer bottler, has lately 
put in a lot of new machinery, and is now pre- 
pared to supply the neighboring towns with 
the foaming beverage. 

The manufacturing interests of the city are, 
generally, on a boom. Macon, is especially 
blessed in the way of manufactories, There 
are quite a number located here, of various 
sorts, and they have all been successful. 

So far as your correspondent can learn, 
Macon is solid, and it will be a long time be- 
fore she hits the grit. Hor prospects were 
never brighter, in a general way, and she is 
destined to be the queen city of the south.

In th -c 
mature judgment, backed by solid business 
tact, they saw!in the construction of this 
road, though short as it was, an enterprise 
that would greatly inure to Sandersville’s 
benefit, and return an ample revenue upon the 
capital invested. With that view in mind 
they went to work and secured enough sub- 
scriptions to insure the completion and equip- 
ment. 

The rolling stock consisted of a passenger 
coach, baggage car and an engine. 

The engine was only a sma!l one, the mana- 
gers of the road buying that size engine fully 
believing it would answer the _ pur- 
pose of the road for twenty years 
at least. When the little 
engine landed in our town it was hooted at 
by the parties whe from the first threw every 
obstacle in the way of building the road, and 
applied to it the sobriquet of the “Little Go- 
pher.’ 

The railroad entbusiasts only smiled as these 
men sneeringly alluded to it as the “Little 
(Copher,” and pursued their way with confi- 
dence. From the start the road was a paying 
investment, and those engaged in the enter- 
prise felt elated at their success. In a few 
years the wear and tear on the little engine 
proved too much for it, and it wore ont and 
hecame inadequate to the demands 
that the business of the road made upon it. So 
jn 1s84a large sixty horse power engine was 
purchased and the little Gopher has been laid 
aside subject to the bids of buyers. When the 
road was first completed in 1876, many who 
bad taken stockin it, became frightened by 
the great oppesition manifested against it and 
sold out; some letting theirstock go for con- 
siderably lessthan they paid forit. Three 
menin ourtown began to buy in all stock 
of the road put upon the market 
until they soon held a controlling interest. 
These gentlemen were Hons. ©. R. Pringle and 
R. L. Worthen and Dr. H. N. Hollifieid. As 
before stated the road paid from the start, and 
itsocn became apparent that Sandersville and 
Tennille railroad stock was as good as any in 
Georgia. From their par value of $100 per 
share it soon rose to the handsome premium of 
#250, and now it is impossible to buy 
apy at ail. The vast amount of 
goud this road has accomplished 
for Sandersville is inconceivable. Only two 
trips are made daily, meeting the up and down 
day passenger trains on the Central. They 
make no night trips unless a guarantee 
is made forso much. 

The citizens of Sandersville are proud of 
their baby road, and they have reason for it, 
for it bas been a source of much comfort and 
great convenience.

two days. All business with my consignee 
has been transacted. My custom house busi- 
ness now only remains. But Sapelo being in 
the Savannah district, the deputy collector. at 
Darien says he cannot clear my vessel. Oa 
Sapelo there is, I believe, a deputy collector 
acting under the Savannab custom house, and 
I have tried to find this gentleman, but failed. 
I have telegraphed to the Savannah custom 
house, asking for permission to clear in Da- 
rien, and just now I received an answer say- 
ing that I may.” 

The fact that Sapelo belongs to the Savan- 
nah district necessitates the clearances of ves- 
sels loading there being effected by Savaanah 
officials. Cargoes for vessels loading there are 
supplied from Darien. After thus settling al! 
other business matters in Darien the custom 
house part remains to be transacted on Sapelo, 
under the peculiar difficulty related by Captain 
Johnson, and this, involving frequently seri- 
ous loss of time to vessels, naturally operates 
injuriously to our port. 

Savannah, of course, has an undoubted right 
to claim the clearance fees and to swell her 
exports by embracing the cargoes in question, 
but ship masters will probably never cease 
grumbiing until better facilities in this direc- 
tion are afforded.

No Need of a Guarcdhouse. 

The Barnesville Democrat says: It has been 
sung all over the state that since prohibition in 
Barnesville we have had no need fur a guard 
bouse and therefore the same has not been 
rebuilt since the fire of 1884, The facts ar 
that numerout prisoners have been cared for in 
the absence of a guard house by locking them 
up in freight cars, chaining them to trees and 
by guarding them during the _ night. 
The guard house lot is within the 
fire limits, and when rebuilt must be 
made fireproof. and therefore more 
costly than a wooden one such a3 we had be- 
fore. Thetreasury of the town has not been 
in a condition to rebuild. Ata meeting of the 
council last Monday night Messrs. J. F. Tay- 
lor and J. L. Kennedy were instructed to in 
vestigate and reportthe probable cost of build- 
ing a guard house. As tothe effect of prohi- 
bition in Pike we believe there were about 
seventeen prisoncrs in jail since prohibition a‘ 
one term of our superior court, which wa: 
Goubtless more than at any former period. 
Doubtless there has been at previous periods of 
like length just as few murder cases a3 since. 
In fact even if itbe correct to attribate al! 
crimesto whisky we see no possibility that 
crime is reduced for want of whisky, when 
prohibitionists all over the county are dealinz 
in whisky and running steam distilleries, rely- 
ing upon a prohibition grand jury ‘not to ia- 
dict them, but to limit prosecutions to the 
antis.

relators, who represented that they were au- 
thorized to act for all who had contributed, 
and obtained judgment and sold the bridge, 
and respondents bought it:

English vs. Bank of the State of Georgia. Com 
plaint, from Fulton. Contracts. Principal 
and Surety. (Guaranty. Principal and 
Agent. (Before Judge Hammond.) 

Jackson, C. J.—A bank held certain jewelry. 
In order to get possession of it and carry it te 
his store, one 8. obtained a written guaranty 
from the president, who was also the principal 
stockholder of the bank, and one E., to the 
bank on March 22, 1877, one mode of discharg- 
ing which was by “the faithful return of said 
goods.” They were returned to the bank and 
placed in its vault under the control of its 
cashier, 8, desired to obtain them, in order to 
offer them for sale in another city, but the 
bank cashier refused to allow him to have 
them without E. came down to the bank and 
mace a guaranty in person, or without his sig- 
nature. E. wrote the following note to the 
president of the bank, dated March 50: “Mr. 
Sbarpe informs me that he wants to go to Au- 
gusta and take your goods; any arrangement 
ycu make with him for us will be satisfactory 
tome,’’etc. The president, thereupon agreed 
in parol that he and E. would be jointly res- 
ponsible tothe bank. The president took a 
receipt from S. to himself and E. for the goods, 
providing that the goods should be sold for 
their account, and that 8S. would pay over the 
proceeds. The goods were delivered to S., 
who absconded with them. The bank brought 
suit against its president and E,, and a verdict 
wasrendered in its favor, over the defense 


of E: 

Held, that, whether the contract of March 
30th be considered as reviving the written 
contract of March 22d, or as making a new 
contract of guaranty, as between the enoran- 
tors and the bank, the parol agreemen’* of the 
president was necessary to make it a complete 


contract. His co-surity was entitled to 
a valid binding contr.ct, on which 
he could require contribution: but 


the parol agreement of the 
bank was not sufficient for that purpose, and 
therefore, E. would uot be bound. Code, 77

The Constitution and the Knights of 
Labor. 

The central executive committee of the 
Knights of Labor having fully investigated 
the difference between THE CONSTITUTION 
and the Typographical union, on which the 
boycott of THE CONSTITUTION was based, 
has declared the boycott off. 


Tn regard to the above, astatement of facts 
is proper, in justice to both THE ConstTirv- 
TION and the Knights of Labor. 

About four years ago the printers of the 
Typographical union struck and left THE 
CONSTITUTION office. Since that time this 
office bas been run outside of the union. 


, «About six months ago a committee from the 


Typographical union demanded that THE 
CONSTITUTION reacknowledge the union rule, 
pay the union scale, and employ none but 
union printers. This latter clause, of course, 
meant to discharge our then working force,as 
they are not members of theunion and do not 
care to join it. The demands of the 
union were refused. Thereupon the Typo- 
giaphical union declared boycott against 
After a short time the 
Knights of Labor indorsed the boycott, and 
declared it officially from their local lodges. 
There was then no 
of the Knights of Labor, 
sembly was a law unto itself. 

Since that time a district assembly of the 
Knights of Labor has been formed, and the 
_ Organization in Atlanta perfected. Mutual 
friends suggested that the true cause of the 
attack made on THE CONSTITUTION by the 
Typographical union was not understood by 
the Knights of Labor,and that if it were, the 
Knights would withdraw their indorsement 
of the boycott. A conference was proposed 
between a committee of the Knights and 
THE CONSTITUTION. This was readily agreed 
to. THr Constitution had no difference, 
and has none, with the Knights of Labor.

ployed, but,that in deference to the wishes of | 
THE CONSTITUTION proprietors, any printers 
who had been long in the service of the 
paper would be permitted to remain provided 
they would join the nmion, and provided 
they were qualified to join unter the union 
rules, 4th. That THe Constitution ad- 
vance its price list to 35 cents a thousand— 
the union, thereupon, agreeing that no fur- 
ther advance should be contemplated for the 
term of one year. ; 

To these demands THE CONSTITUTION 
plied that it could not accept them—that 
they violated both of the expressed condi- 
tions under which the arbitration was agreed 

to. In detail] THe CoNstiTUTION answered: 
It could not accept the first demand, because 
it did not know what the present rules of the 
union were, that its experience of those 
rules was that they were unjust and oppres- 
sive. and that a majority of the union could 
atapy time vary the oflice rules so as to 
make them absolutely ruinous—and that un- 
der THE CONSTITUTION rules every man got 
honest pay for honest work, and would so 
testify. That it could not accept demand sec- 
ond, because the present foreman of the office 
had been in its service for eighteen years, was 
honest, devoted, competent and could not be 
discharged on the demand of outsiders with- 
out cause. That it could not accept demand 
third, because most of its present employes 
were non-union men, were honest, taithful 
and competent, and the proprietors had 
no right to force them to join the union or 
be discharged—that they did not want to 
join the union, and that many of them per- 
haps were not qualified under union rules to 
that to force a& man 
to join a certain organization 
or vacate his cases, was just as flagrant an 
abridgement of his personal liberty, as to 
say that he should not have work unless he 
quit a certain organization to which he 
already belonged, "which was the complaint 
made by the union against THE Constire- 
TION office. That it could not accept demand 
fourth because THE CONSTITUTION seale was 
already 10 per cent higher than that of any 
paper in Atlanta (being 53) cents to 30 
cents,) and because its men already earned 
higher wages than were earned by the em- 
ployes of any establishment in the city of 
Atlanta—that its men were entirely satisfied 
with their wages and would so testify— 
that a situation in THE CONSTITUTION was 
already so desirable that it 
premium—and further that the union having 
once raised the scale could raise it again at its 
pleasure, and did practically in its demand 
give notice that the advanced scale would be 
still further advanced at the end of one year. 
In summarizing, THE CONSTITUTION stated 
that it could not accept any or all of the de- 
mands of the typographical union, as they 
were unjust and ruinous and entirely out of 
and beyond the limits of the arbitration as 
proposed and agreed to. | 

THE CONSTITUTION then stated that it 
would not discharge any man from its oflice 
because he belonged to any labor organiza- 
tion, nor deny any one a situation in its 
oflice because he belonged to any labor 
organization; and making this atatement 
declared that it had not so discharged or de- 
barred men, but that it had union men in 
its office now working in perfect harmony 
with non-union men, and Knights of Labor 
working with those who were not 
Knights of Labor—that it had _ not 
made would not make any 
question of an employes affiliation, but as 
long as he performed his work in a compe- 
tent, honest and peaceable manner, he should 
hold bis situation no matter whai organiza- 
he did or did not join. That 
the wages it now paid its men were the high- 
est wages paid to any body of workmen in 
the city and perfect|y satisiactory to the men 
receiving them—and that if ever any differ- 
ence arose between its employes and itself 
on the question of wages or on the question 
of discharging a man or refusing to employ 
solely because he belonged to a labor organi- 
zation, THE CONSTITUTION agreed to leave 
the disputed point to the arbitration of three 
Knights of Labor selected by the parties at 
interest. This was reduced to writing. 

The committee, after discussing the situa- 
tion thoroughly, stated that the demands 
‘made by the typographical nnion, in its let- 
terto the committee, were antagonistic to 
the principles on which the Knights of Labor 
are founded, and they were, therefore, not 
sustained. They then stated that, represent- 
ing the Knights of Labor, they could ask 
nothing more than that no man should be 
debarred from working or discharged from 
work because of bis affiliation with any labor 
organization, and that the wages paid by 
THE CONSTITUTION should be satisfactory to 
the men who are employed by it—and that 
any difference between its employes and 
itself as to wages, or to disqualification for 
any personal afliliation, or the lack of it, 
should be submitted to arbitration. THE 
CONSTITUTION at once accepted this, and 
stated it could ask for nothing more just and 
liberal. “The agreement was then drawn to 
cover these points, signed by both parties at 
interest, and the matter between THE Cox- 
STITUTION and the Knights of Labor thus 
finally and honorably adjusted. 

The action of the Knights of Labor in this 
matter will commend itself to the public. 
Arbitration of any honest difference is not to 
be feared when the arbitrators are conserva- 
tive, impartial and frank. Tur Consritu- 
TION found the Knights of Labor to be all 
this, when they were once brought face to

“devotion and confidence the past has indicat- 
ed and the future will confirm. If any should 
arise, we shall submit it without fear to the 
arbitration of a committee so grounded in 
copservatism and so controlled by justice as 
we bave found this committee to be. In- 
stead of proving a menace to our business, 
as if once appeared likely to do, it has proved 
a protection. Such we believe it will prove 
toall who meet itin the right spirit, and 
deal with it candidly and fearlessly. 

In connection with the above we print the 
following letter trom the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers. The letter was written 
some days ago, but was not printed when re- 
ceived, forieasons of ourown. It will be 
read with interest. 

BROTHERHOOD OF LOCOMOTIVE: ENGINEERS, At- 
lanta Division, No. 207—Atlanta, Ga., March 6, 1886, 
—Editors Constitution, city, Gentlemen: In jreply- 
ing to yours of recent date, referriug to the meth- 
ods adopted by certain labor organization for the 
purpose of coercing employers, will say that we, as 
an organization, recognize the individual right of 
the employer to retain or dismiss from his employ 
aby one that he may see proper, regardlecs of their 
religious, political or social standing. 

Also, to consult their own opinion as to the man- 
ner in which they wish to conduct their business. 
To say more would be superfluous. Very respect- 
fully, FRED KRoOG, F. A. E, and Cor.

Fizz as a Force. 

In this practical age the conservation of 
energy has been reduced to a science. 

We are rapidly approaching a golden era 
in economies—an era in which all the forces 
of nature will be utilized with the least pos- 
sible waste. 

One of the latest developments in this di- 
rection is the successful employment of soda 
asamotive power. According to the New 
York Star, a new soda motor, which performs 
all the functions of an ordinary locomotive, 
is in operation on State street, Chicago. It 
does not require any fire, is noiseless, does 
not emit any offensive smells, has noexhaust 
stack or steam whistle to frighten horses, 
and makes fully as good time as the old fash- 
ioned steam dummy. It takes only thirteen 
minutes to charge it, and it will run contin- 
uously for six hours after it is loaded. The 
3oston and Albany railroad company is also 
building a forty-ton soda tountain to haul its 
trains through Boston: a similar machine is 
in successful use upon a roadin England, 
and acompany in Minneapolis is about to 
close a contract that will supply all its cars 
with two-horse power soda fountains. 

It is evident that the soda motor hasa 
future before it. The discovery will not be 
altogether a surprise to persons of an invest- 
igating turn of mind. In all communities 
where the soda fount is not suffered to fall 
into *‘inocuous desuetude,’’ its motive power 
has been for along time the subject of re- 
mark. Heretofore this power has confined 
its manifestations to the regulation of the 
movements of youthful pedestrians of both 
sexes. And just here it is worthy of note 
that the soda fount has the peculiar property 
of attracting and repelling at the same time. 
Even casual observers have remarked during 
the summer season that young ladies, walk- 
ing with male escorts, seem to be irresistibly 
drawn to the side of the street on which the 
soda fount is located, while the young gen- 
tlemen with them appear to be propelled in 
an opposite direction by circumstances over 
which they have no control. It goes with- 
out saying that a force which plainly oper- 
ates as a motor in the case of human beings 
is capable of being applied to larger uses in 
the matter of transit. The experiments now 
in progress will be watched with interest. 


The Postal Clerks. 

The postal clerks in some sections of the 
country, according to a recent dispatch from 
Pittsburgh, Pa., are evidently preparing to 
involve themselves in serioustrouble. They 
will tind, if they conclude to carry out their 
threats, that they are liable to indictment 
for interfering with the United States mails, 
and they are not in a position to boycott the 
government or to bulldoze the administra- 
tion. They hold their offices, as they well 
know, and all know who enter the service of 
the government, subject to the mutations of 
politics. 

The offices which they hold are not their 
private property. If they are not pleased 
with the uncertainty of their positions, their 
remedy is to resign; but when they organize 
for the purpose of interfering with or ob- 
structing the transportation and delivery of 
the United States, mails they enter upon a 
career that is likely to lead them into con- 
siderable trouble, and trouble of a very seri- 
ous kind. 

Some things can be done as well as others, 
but there are a few things that cannot be 
done. That is to say, a parcel of postal 
clerks cannot upset the government, nor can 
they prevent new appointments. It is a 
very simple matter when viewed rightly.

Our Sabbath. 

J. T. R., Tavares, Florida: How and when 
did Sunday supplant the Mosaic Sabbath ? 

There is very little foundation for believing that 
there was at any time a formal change from the 
seventh to the first day of the week for the Sabbath. 
From the earliest times Christians began to keep 
the first day of the week in commemoration of 
Christ's resurrection (See Acts xx:7). On this day 
they bad preaching celebration of the Eucharist. 
and ‘“‘collections for the saints,” and also private 
Spiritual exercises (see Rev i:10). There is no clear 
evidence that Sunday was, by any express com- 
mand, substituted for the seventh day or Sabbath: 
and when St. Paul speaks of the “Sabbath,” 
of not being judged “in respect of a Sab- 
baib,’’ and so on, it seems evident that he refers in 
these cases to the Jewish Sabbath, the keeping or 
not keeping of which by Christians was a matter of 
individual conscience. History shows that jit was 
no unusual thinginthe early centuries to keep 
beth days, the one as the Sabbath, the other as the 
Lord's Day. Gradually, however, the keeping in 
aby way of the seventh day died ont, except where 
Catholics fasted upon it as the day Christ Swas in 
the grave, and the first day stood alone as that ded- 
icated by Christiansto the worship of God. So far, 
then, we have, historically, the first day kept holy 
in aceordance with apostolic exemple and from 
apostolic times; and we have the seventh day gra4- 
uelly dropped.

He has always been eccentric in his manner‘ 
and many of his friends nere have thought fora 
long time that his idiosyncracies amount toa gen- 
ulne case Of insanity, and were not surprised to 
hear of this, his latest sensation.

THE STEVENS-WOODCASE. 


Miss Stevens on the Stand Testifying Against 
Her Seducer. 

FAYETTEVILLE, Tenn., March 11.—-[Special.] 
The interest in the Stevens-Woods seduction suit 
continues unabated. Before the court convened 
all of the available standing room was occupied. 
Miss Stevens took the stand and was put through a 
rigid cross-examination, but was unshaken in the 
evidence she gave yesterday. She had named the 
baby Sylvia, at the suggestion of her attorney, Mr. 
Higgins. She describedthe bottles and contents 
which were brought here and detailed her attempt 
to kill herself, giving very intelligent answers to 
most of the questions. Colonel Holman here pass- 
ed the bottles to the counsel for the complainant 
and asked them totake a smell, passed it back to 
Miss Stevens and asked her to taste it, but she de- 
clined. Counselthen examined Miss Stevens as 
to the taking of morphine and as to the alleged ab- 
sconding of Mr. Woods. 

She said with great emotion that Mr. Woods pre- 
tended that ‘‘he thoughtso much of her, said if 
he had done as promised she never would have 
brought the suit, and said Mr. Woods was the first 
one she ever told of her condition, and her sister 
next. Her sister asked her if there 
was anything the matter with jher, and she 
confessed that there was, and told her that she was 
going to kill herself if she could get anything to 
do it with. cence gs A she confessed to her 
cousin, Sam Stevens, and her brother, Nelson Ste- 
vens. She denied that it was Sam’s child or that 
she had got Sam tosend Nelson toher. Told Nel- 
son it was old Goodloe Woods’s child. Did not say 
she reckoned it was old man Woods’s. ‘After my 
baby was born Nelson came and asked me if 
1 still said it was Goodloe’s, and I told 
him : wen" Witness said she had 
had these illicit meetings with Woods six 
times. After coming out of the bushes “a | Saw 
some one coming in a buggy, when Mr. Woods 
drove up fast and told her to sit back in the buggy 
so she could not be seen. Mr. Woods told 
her he did not do any more harm in 
taking liberties with 1er than when 
With his wife. When asked how. many times this 
thing bad heen wrote for her she said twice, but 
afterwards explained that she referred her affi- 
davit for attachment in bringing the suit, and that 
she had not been prompted in regard to the giving 
of her evidence.

Dykeman, the second 
chorus from male voices, “A vintage song,.’ 

Profe.sors Schultze and Denck then played 
two movementt from ‘‘Grieg’s Sonata, opus &, 
in F,” for violin and piano, after which Mrs, 
Simon-Weruer sang a beautiful German song, 
“The Forest Bird,” by Thiehsen, to which 
there was a violincello obligato, played by Mr. 
Emile Bischoff. The concert closed with 
Cowen’s “Bridal Chorus,” in which there was 
some fine vocalizing and a display of excellent 
orchestration. 

The concert lasted from eight until nearly 
eleven, and was in every respect thoroughly 
satisfactory to the large and critical audience 
that was present.

The subscription is running up 
rapidly and there will be no trouble in raising 
an amount sufficient for the purpose. 

Captain Kellett, who was murdered on Look- 
out mountain, is buried in Summerville, Chat- 
tooga county, and Mr. Merritt, who was mur- 
dered at Lula Junction last Saturday night, is 
buried in the Merritt burial grounds, a few 
miles from Gainesville. 

Thetwo gentlemen were good officers and 
brave men, and the action of the gentlemen 
with whom they were associated shows 
that they were held in high esteem. Several 
outside gentlemen have offered to subscribe to 
the fund, but it has been refused. Captain 
Nelms, who is sick at his home near Smyrna, 
does not know ofthe action of his deputies, 
but there is no doubt but that he will contrib- 
ute liberally.

A Book Found in Mr. Zee Moore's Room 
What Was In It. 


Zee Moore, tLe old railroader who died day | 
before yesterday, was buried yesterday ajtter- | 
noon in Oakland cemetery from Taylor, Wyly | 


& Bliley’s undertaking rooms. 


Although Mr. Moore had lived in Atlanta | the earth, which he at first thought was a piece 


| of silver. 


for a long time very little is Known of him. 
In fact nothing is known of his family. No 
one knews where he came from 6: 
relatives live. 

Yesterday some friends of the dead man 
found in his room a book which tells more of 
the man’s history than was ever known in 
Atlanta. The book is titled ““The True Ma- 
sonic Chart, or Hieroglyphic Monitor.” 
book was printed in 1546,and many now be- 
lieve that Mr. Moore was a Mason,but no other 
evidence of that belief was found among his 
papers, 

On the first page of a fly leaf of the book was 
found the following entries by the dead man: 

“The namesof the family—my father, Charles 
Moore; mother, Elizabeth Moore; the oldest child 
Nancy Moore, Wilborn Moore, Sehley Moore, Alfred 
Moore, L. E. Moore. two younger sisters, Mary and 
Martha Moore. Elizabeth Moore the youngest 
child. And so ends this chapter.’’ 

On the second page was found in the same 
band writing”
